from Helland. 


Letters of Auguft 24. O. 8. from Petersburg fay, 
that a Courier froin the Crim Tartary is arrived with 
Advice, that Count Munich, after having taken the 
Capital City and fome other Towns of that Country, 
was returned with his Army to Precop, for fear left 
if he advanced farther that Way, his Army fhould 
fuffer for want of Subfiftance, becaufe the Tartars, 
when they retired from their Capital, not only car- 
ried off all the Provifions from thence, but deftroy’d 
all the neghbouring Villages, &c. 

From — they write, that the Ufcoques or 
Wallachian Rebels in Lower Croatia, had plunder’d 
a Convent of Carthufians, put all the Fryars to Death, 
and cut of their Heads. The Princefs Victeria of 
Soiffons, has taken Pofleffion of the Eftate at Hoff, 
belonging to the late Prince Eugenc, on the Fron- 
tier of Hungary, as alfo of his Palace, Gardens, and 
Furniture, except his Library, which is taking down 
in order to be added to the Emperor’s. She defigns 
to let the Whole, and then to return to Savoy. 

They write from Rome, that Cardinal Hannibal 
Albani, after having heard of the happy Iflue of the 
Dyet of Pacification in Poland, took down the Arms 
of King Staniflaus from the Hofpital of the Poles 
and all the publick Places, and put up thof of King 
Auguftus, with this Motto over them, viz. Merun 


. amore Cordium ; or, as fome fay, Coronam ; and that 


for fear left the Duke de St, Aigrian, the French 
Ambaflador, fhould refent it, the Cardinal Riviera, 
the Dean of the Sacred College, made a Vifit to 
him by the Pope’s Order, to propofe an Expedient to 
him in order to fatisfy his Court ; but thar Ambaſ-

nefs in ackno aging King A as Kin 
Poland, and granting him dis Nomination to a Bene 
fice, that he demanded the fame Favour for King 
Sraniflaus, oe in cafe of Refufal, to leave 
the City, with every Frenchman in it ; and for fear 
of fome Difturbance, a Guard was placed for three 
Days at the Avenues of the Polifh Church; but the 
Duke having returned the Dean’s Viſit, the Court of 
Rome does not defpair of pacifying his Wrath, tho* 
it has for the prefent interrupted the Conferences he 
shad held with the Cardinal Minifters, for accommo- 
dating the Affairs of the Church of France. 

The Spaniards in Tufcany make no manner of 
Difpofition yet for embarking their Troops. It 
appears on the contrary, by the Regulations are 
taken, thar ry bey: to flay there at leaft all the 


erfons having made a Vifit to 
the Duke de Montemar when he came laft to Leghorn, 


and asking him when Tufcany was to be evacuated, 
he made Anfwer, That he was total ant of bis 
Catholick Majefty’s Intentions in that Refpett , that be bad 
in the mean time ve ingaged the Opera at Pifa for next 
Autumn, and that be bad invited all the Ladies of Florence 
to came to it. 

As tothe Affair of Corfica, the Chevalier Rivola, 
the Genoefe Commiffioner in that Ifland has wrote to 
the Senate, that the Mifunderftanding among the 
Malecontents is grown to fucha Height that they ate 
not like to be reconciled ; that the prefent was a 
— * happy Juncture to reclaim them to their Duty, 
and that he believed he fhould fucceed if full Powers

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feparated from the Baron de Neuhoff. This News 
was ſo acceptable to the Senate, that the difpatched 
‘m Galley over to the Ifland with the full Powers and 
Enfiruétions for their Commiffioner to treat with the 
Corficans on the following Terms. i. That a gencral 
Amnefly be granted to all thas will fubmit and lay 
down their Arms at Baftia. 2. That all manner of 
Security fhall be given tothe Chiefs who fhall think 
fit to treat with the Commiffioner of the Republick. 
3. That fix Commifioners fhall be fettled at Baftia, 

teccive the Gomplaints of the Malecontents. 4. 
That thé Exfminatida of them fhall be deferred mit 
after the Pacification of the Troubles. 5. That 
before any of the Terms hercin {pecify’d are put in 
Exccution, the Maleconrents, who are inclined to 
»make their Submiflion, fhall firft of all reftore the 
Genocfe Prifoners. Mean time the Chevalier has 
Orders to publith a Proclamation of the Tenor of 
the above Articles at Baftia, and the other Ports of 
the Ife of Corfica ; and the Mafters of Ships bound 
to or from the Ifland, are forbid to receive any Let- 
ters for Foreignets on Pain of exemplary Punith- 


- spent. 

According to Letters which the Venetians fay they 
have received from their Refident at Conftantinople, 
the War with Perfia gives the Porte no great Un- 
eafinels, for the League which the Grand Signior has 

iated with the Great Mogul againft Thamas 
Kouli Kan, feems to have damp’d the Fire of that 
enterprizing General, to whom we fhall hereafter 
ve the Title of Sophy. But the Turks are fo ex- 
afperated at the taking of Afoph, and the Succefs of 
the Ruffian Arms in Crim Tartary, that tho’ the 
Porte were inclineable to make a Peace with Ruffia, 
the Fear of the Confequences arifing from the Un- 
eafinefs of the People, wou'd preventthem. The 
Grand Signior did not intend to fet out for Adria- 
nopic, till he has Advice of the Turks Armies being 
joined with the Tartars of the Black Sea. The 
Count de Bonneval, who flatter’d himfelf that he 
fhou'd have the fecond Poft of Command under the 
Grand Vizier, in the Army againft the Rufhans, or 
that at leaft he fhou'd be Mafter of Ordnance ; being 
difappointed of his Hopes by the Envy of the Turks 
General Officers, has refufed to go into the Army in 
an inferior Employment. 

Letters from Paris fay, the French King has 
lately difcover’d a Fondnefs for Aftronomy, and that 
as he returns from Hunting, he often takes his Te- 
ae and gocs out upon the Terrafs to view the 

tars.
